Germany Conciliatory, bat Denies Responsibility for Outrages. 
. Berlin, Jaly 24.. 

The Germun reply to the French note declares that the situation 
in Upper Silesia is in nowise threatened by the German population, 
aod denies that Germans are responsible for. the murder of the 
French major or for other alleged acti-French outrages. The reply 
farther declares shat the German self-defence force has beer disarmed 
acd disbanded, but thar the entire Polish insurgent military 
organisation remains in the plebiscite territory, and that the French 
troops have hitherto done nothing effectual to disarm the Polish 
insurgents. An increase of French forces can scarcely contribute to 
the tranquillity of the situation, which is naturally strained, owing 
ta the delay in unneuncing a decision. ‘Ihe Germen Government 
will continue to endeavour to carry out the Peace Treaty. but the 
Poles raust also be made to observe the Treaty and to cease to strive 
after Ulegitimate aims and to renounce violence. ,

Skinner Turner, of HB M. 
Supreme Court, Shanghai, Mr.

Leeds students are to be asked 
topay au additiows!-£10-a-year’ 
in fees, in order to increase the 
income of the University. ~ 

Sir Michael Sadler, the Vice- 
Chancellor, told the University 
Coart, that the University waa in 
dauger -of bankruptcy. . The 
deficit of £14,000 on the current 
year could ba wiped off from

The N.Y.K. liner 
Suwa Matu stopped at her buoy, 
and so did the British 
and Amarican naval craft, but 
there were only eight or nine of 
the smaller deep-sea vessels in 
sight when: the ‘exodus to the 
sheltered anchorages had ended. 
Tha Kowloon Ferry maintained 
an pbointerrupted schedaole 
throughoot Saturday and Sunday. 
Several ships postponed their 
departure until an abatement of 
the weather outside was reported. 
No structural damage to harbour 
works or to lighhouses was 
notified this morning. Incoming 
steamers all mention having 
encountered. rough weather on 
the cvoast, but no mishaps are 
spoken of. 


Persix Mara Arrives. . 

Tho T.K.K. steamer Persia 
Maru arrived at Hongkong 
this morning from San Fran- 
cisco, via Japan and Dairen 
bringing four saloon and 
1Ll steeraga passengers. The 
cargo for Hongkong consisis of 
1,333 tony, of which 1,300 tons is 
a shipment of Manchurian beads 
from Dairen and 33 tons of gener- 
al lines from U.S.A. Thera were 
19 bags of mail for this port. 


The Persia Maru left San Fran- 
cisco on June 21 and had a good 
passage across the Pacific. After 
leaving Dairen rough, weather 
was experienced, which became 
worse'as the vessel came further 
south. The Persia was due to 
reach port on Saturday morning, 
but baing delayed by the galeshe 
did not arrive off the entrance 
antil 4 o'clock yesterday after- 
noon, ‘A wireless message 
received from the local office in- 
structed the master, Capt. K. 
Watanabe, to keep outside until 
this morning, so the vessel shel- 
tered for the nigkt and came into 
the harbour at 9 o'clock a.m. to- 
day.

The E. & A. steamer Kanowna 
arrived at Hongkong this morn- 
ing from Japan ports and sails at 
10 a.m. on Wednesday for Sydney 
and Melbourne.
